the ground is open and the Bulbs remain sound. 
The best compost for the, Bulbsis the following : QOn¢-third river or sea sand, 
one-third well rotted cow manure, and one-third good garden mould. The beds 
composed of the above compost should be well dug, to the depth of fourteen 
inches, and raised from two to four inches above the level of fhe walks, andin 
VeRY.§ severe weather may be covered with withered leaves, straw, or. with light 


earth formed of decayéd leaves from tlie woods. ‘They should de planted 


about four inches deep, and from six to eight inches’ apart. 

For thé culture of Hyacintus in pots, prepare thé above compost, addin 
if possible, a quantity of leaf mould. The most favorable time for Autti 
September, October and November. The size of the pot depends upon the 
number of Bulbs planted in # bifglé oné tiree.dr faur Bulbs in a pot of six or 
seven incheg in. diameter, has a rich and massive, effect ; one or two, Bulbs i in, 
each may be planted i in proportionately smaller pots—two Bulbs i in each is very 
effective} and generally preferred. In potting, each Bulb should Temain two 
thirds above the surface of thesoil ; when thus planted, water them well to im- 
bed the Bulbs firmly within the gall allowing them to remain in this,con dition 
fox one or two days ; then bury the pots in the open g cround to the depth of six 
inches for six weeks, in which position the preparatory root growth i is made, 
necessary to a vigorous development of their flower Beapes. “After the. period 
adverted to, take up the pots and remove them to a green-house, ora room 
where fire is usually made, care being taken to screen the leaf-growth madein 
darkness for a few days after being disembedded. Théy will need moderate 
occasional watering, until they begin to grow, when they should have af abun- 
dance of air in mild weather, and plenty of water ye the saucers whilst 
in a growing state. a ‘: 

For cultuxe, eieeecale Bulbs, should beso; ee that onlythe base. of each 
touch the water, then place them, for the first ten days, in a dark but cool closet 
or room |to promote the shooting of the roots, after which expose them to, the 
light and air as much as possible ; avoid placing them, near gas... The. water 
should be changed as it becomes impure ; draw the roots entirely out of, the 
glasses, rinse off the fibres in clean water, and ‘wash the inside of the glass 
well. he water should never be allowed to freeze, as it would not only burst 
the glass, but cause the fibres to decay. When the Bulbs are well advanced, 
give #hem a soft shower of rain water every day, this causes the Belts: to 
open. rapidly and enlarges the flowers. Single Hyactnrus generally succeed 
better in glasses than Double ones, bat those of the ater marked ai are ® also 
adapted for water. — |

These require very little care—the principal thing, indeed. to be attended 
to, is to forbear disturbing them too often. Allthese kinds when once planted 
should be left as long as possible untouched. We should call particular atten- 
tion to the Linium LaANncirouiom, (Japan Lily) as the most magnificent spe- 
cies ; and the varieties, though very distinct, are almost equally handsome. 
They are remarkable on account of the clear, deep rose-color of their flowers, 
which are all rugged with rubies and garnets, and sparkle with crystal points.
